The wave, whloh followed a lint 
squall, rolled in at 0;45 a.m.— more 
than an hour before the beaches 
normally start filling up with thou- 
sands of children and adult bathers.

"The wave came up all of a Hid- 
den, like a swell," said Jack Olna, 
who works In a bait shop st Chi- 
cago's north side Montrose harbor. 

Nearly a score of fishermen on 
Jetties were washed off. 

Fishermen at North avenue plir 
saw the wall ot witer coming ind 
started to tun.

shore made it. The wave brushed 
off the others like a giant arm. 

The Montrose and North avenue 
beaches were the' first to be hit. 
Park police flashed an alarm to all 
Chicago beaches! Police quickly 
cleared a scor/j _of fishermen from 
the 04th Street pier on the wuth 
Side. A tow minutes later the wave 
washed high over that pier. 

Lifeguards atop lookout posts 
sighted the wavo coming st we 
Rogers Park beach on Chicago's far 
north tide. They blew whlstlei and 
shouted warnings through mega- 
phones. The to to 100 bathers mads 
It to shore in time. A six-foot high 
wavo gushed over 100 (set of batch.. 



The weather bureau said the freak 
wave and earlier smaller waves were 
caused by a squsll line moving across 
Lake Michigan. 

The squall caused a sharp change 
In air pressure. High pressure push- 
ed the water down several feet like 
a giant hand. The water mounded 
up at the edges of the giant hand, 
causing the wave. 

Afterwards, tlio lake surface be- 
gan to rock like water In a crook, 

The big wave lasted only two to 
three minutes,- but more thin an 
hour after It struck an occasional 
wave still wolhod over piers sending 
rescue workers scurrying back to 
shore.

communist aggression. They held 
that the Eden plan would.ntt only 
accept communist eogquesu but 
"guarantee'.' themv 

"Therefore," the lett«i«ald, "wa> 
feel Impelled to report our view that 
unless, during or st tht.ooncluilonr 
of the present Elsenhower-Churchill 
talks "It Is made unmistakably clear 
that the United States will not foi 
low or support the policy proposed 
by Mr. Eden, th* whole mutual se 
ourlty concept and program must be 
reexamined.'" 

The letter was delivered to the 
White Housa .yesterday shortly be- 
for* air Winston Churchill and Eden 
arrived. It was signed by members 
of both partlef Including some key 
men on tha committee. 

The latter became known shortly 
after the full committee Issued a re- 
port saying "It Is essential that the 
United States take no action which 
would weaken the resistance of the 
Inrpfn whln^ r»d»»ftig mrnnuintsl 
aggression In Indochina."

WASHINGTON, June 26 (ff>— Prime Minister Churchill 
told congressional leaders today the United States and 
Britain, as military partners, must remain strong and vigi- 
lant in order to permit "peaceful co-existence" with Russia. 

The 79-year-old British leader spoke briefly to 22 senate 
and house leaders who joined him as guests at a White 
House luncheon President Eisenhower gave in his honor. 
Meanwhile Eisenhower and Secretary of State Dulles, with 



an assist from Australia's 
visiting foreign minister, 
were reported pressing 
Churchill to agree to quick 
action to save red-threatened 
southeast Asia. 

At the White House luncheon, 
Churchill Indirectly noted the split 
In Asiatic policy which threatens 
the traditionally close Anglo-Amer- 
ican ties. 

However, he took the view that 
differing views between friends can 
be considered calmly In order to 
devise a Joint approach. 

"It Is better to talk Jaw to Jaw 
than to have war," Churchill was 
quoted as saying.

PARMA, June 3ft.— For a new- 
comer with a cute neck, Fiesta Is a 
solid citizen of the onion world.' 

The variety lately developed at 
the Parma branch Btatlon ot the 
University of Idaho is a good keep- 
er, yields well and throws off onion 
ailments better than most of its 
"fanuIy7~TOaraW^~th»"nilaaf 
scientists responsible for Its devel- 
opment, 

Not only does Fiesta have all the 
upstanding qualities of a reputable 
onion, but it Is shapely, in the 
opinion of DeLsnce 7. Franklin, 
superintendent of the station, Henry 
A. - Jraes-and-CUnton-Er Peterson/ 
both of the U. S. department, of 
agriculture. They collaborated' in 
the test and this week wrote a bio- 
graphical sketch of their pungent 
product, 

"Fiesta has a small and well-fill- 
ed neck," they said, "whloh adds 
appreciably to Its attractive shape." 

The latest of several varieties of 
onions tailored to the Industry at 
Parma Is the result of popular de- 
mand. 

"Onion growers long have been in 
need of a variety In -'whloh the 
yielding capacity of the yellow sweet 
Spanish and the storage quality of 
more pungent varieties are com- 
bined," the scientists said In an ex- 
periment station bulletin. "Such an 
onion has been found In Fiesta. 
Other important characteristics It 
possesses are vigorous seedling 
emergence, uniformity; earllness and 
mon resistance to purple blotch 
than sweet Spanish strains." 

Yield of Fiesta was found to be 
greater than that of several sweet 
Spanish varieties. In southwestern 
Idaho it matures earlier. It has 
greater content of solids, making it 
preferable for dehydration.

But' In answer to an action 

filed by a relative of the youth who was 

Injured, the supreme court ruled that even 

though the youngster piloting the car may 

have been guilty of reckless driving, his father 

could not be held responsible.

week. Frank Bacon was working 
In a show called "Llghtnln"' and 
when that one closed, the pickets 
went along Bradway, where there is 
not one single live show today nor 
has there been for years, brandish- 
ing big show-cards reading "Llght- 
nln' Has Struck." 

Ned Sparks was the busiest worker 
at the headquarters and a chorus 
girl named Mary Astor was a hum- 
ming little kettle who struck me as 
exceedingly "nnglamorous In this 
activity.

George Cohan was always very 
pleasant to newspaper people not 
only, I think, because he liked good 
publicity but because they were a 
hard-bitten,— put-upnn ..lnt, fnr the_ 
most part.

Council Warns on 3-D_Driver 
In Holiday Week-End Traffic 



Chicago. June 38 - if 3-D 
movies scare you, wait until you 
see the 3-D drWenvon the highways 
over the Fourth of July I 

What are 3-D drivers? Well, the 
National Safety council says they 
are dumb, daring and deadly. And 
if they don't kill you, they scare you 
almost to death. 

Fortunately, the council says, the 
3-D drivers are in the minority. But 
there are enough of them, on the 
road to. make driving In heavy holi- 
day traffic a risky business. 

The council estimates that more 
than 40 million vehicles will be on 
HhemoTrtiirinrtherthree-iiay'weelr- 
end and that they will roll up mile- 
age In the neighborhood of five 
billion' miles— the greatest Fourth of 
July traffic Jam in history. 

In such heavy traffic, the council 
pointed out, a driver Is never more 
than a second away from an acci- 
dent. It is estimated that 1 driver 
makes from 20 to 60 decisions an 
hour, and a wrong one can be fatal. 

"Excessive speed contributes to one 
out of three fatal traffic accidents," 
said Ned H, Dearborn, president of 
the council. "Last Fourth of July, 
which was only a two-day holiday, 
261 persons were killed In traffic 
accidents. This Memorial day. a 
three-day holiday, 363 died in traffic 
accidents. Speed control is the per- 
sonal responsibility of every driver. 
A heavy foot on the throttle can 
mean a heavy heart for someone." 

In an effort to reduce the holiday 
toll, the National Safety council Is 
coordinating a nationwide Fourth of 
July safety campaign In which 160 
national organizations are partici- 
pating. The campaign seeks to in- 
crease public awareness of the extra 
holiday hazards and the extra cau- 
tion needed to overcome them. The 
campaign also Is designed to help 
officials, traffic officers and safety 
leaders In their efforts to reduce 
traffic accidents over the Fourth. 

As a part of the campaign, the 
couricil offers five tips for a safe 
holiday trip: 



1. Start early, before traffic Is 
heavy, and take It easy, cut your 
usual speed 10 miles an hour. 

2. Obey legal and common sense 
speed limits. Slow down before you 
get to an Intersection or traffic 
signal. 

3. Be especially careful when 
passing other cars. Don't be an 
eager weaver In traffic. 

4. Keep a safe, clear stopping 
distance between you and the car 
ahead. Watch cars behind In your 
rear view mirror. 

6. Signal for turns well before 
turning— and avoid abrupt stops.

When the rel- 
atively near moon covers the sun's 
disk, the light of the latter Is 
Hooked out.
